The war has seen musicians sp 
.constantly giving their services 
in the cause of charity, says w 
Home paper, that we are in dan- 
ger of regarding the connection 
as one merely of routine and, on 
some’ grounds, even of question- 
ing its benefits. But there are 
some causes which musicians as 
musicians must feel as. peculiarly 
their own, and one is that of ‘pro- 
viding musical culture and enjoy- 
ment. for the blind, for whom it 
offers the deepest solace their 
darkened lives can own. The 
Northern Branch “ of the 
National “ Library for the 
Blind, which has. been started 
at 5, St. John Street, Manches- 
ter—a building presented for the 
purpose by the Carnegie United 
Kingdom Trust—needs, if it is at 
all to fulfil its funetion, a strong 
musical side to satisfy the natural 
craving of the blind for music and 
to enlarge their musical outlook. 
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I think that most Hongkong 
people will agree. Nothing is 
more satisfying than music, and 
in this new Library there should 
most certainly be music of the 
nature that will permit the unfor 
unate blind to make use of it. 
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“I'notice that Mr. Alfred van 
Noorden, who is one of the con- 
trolling directors of the Carl Rosa 
Opera Companys, made some 
interesting remarks recently. 
Speaking of English‘opera, as dis- 
tinguished from opera in English, 
he is convinced that our coni- 
posers have come into their own. 
He feels that the reason why 
this result has not been attained 
until now is due to the belief, 
which, he-maintains, has been 
fostered by interested parties, 
that the English, are not an 
operatic nation and therefore our 
composers are incapeble 
writing grand opera. “ This feel- 


{one time the English singe 
‘yore considered only second-rate, 
and cases are on record where 
‘they ‘foreignised’ their names 
in order to court approval from 
the critics. , Owing. therefore; to 
the shadow under which British 
composers were placed, they did 
not receive much encourage- 
ment to write operas, which 
had Jittle, if. any, chance of 
being heard. in public.

Chatham 
and Sheerness, it is claimed that 
the invention has now passed the 


Jexperimental stage, and can be 


brought: into practical use 
throughout the shipping ports 
of the world, It is the 
object of the company 
now. formed te’ establish ship 
cleaning plants in the principal 


‘|ports of Great Britain and the 


Colonies, a start being made in 
the leading home ports. Itis also 
intended to'enter into negotiations 
with the principal. shipping com- 
panies for contracts for thé 
periodical cleaning of their 
vessels. It is likewise proposed 
to obtain from various. Govern- 
ments the rights for their respec- 
tive navies, on a royalty or’ other 
basis. Finally, it is contemplated 
develop the’. 
jn foreign countries by promoting 
subsidiary companies to acquire, 
the patent rights and dispose: of 
them to existing. foreign com- 
panies. Incidentally, the com- 
peny will also acquire the benefits 
of installing its plants in the 
principal ports in the United 
Kingdom. Under the old system 
vessels have to enter a dry dock 
to be cleaned, and on a 7,000-ton 
vessel the charges in London 
for docking alone would be 
about £185 for one day, exclusive 
af the cost of cleaning by 
hand by 2 gang of about 50 men. 
With the new submersible clean- 


_{ing plant a vessel of like tonnage 


could be. cleaned in eight hours 
with the services of only four 
men. Animportant economy of 
time and labour is thus effected. 
Moreover, the cleaning can be
